Another wedding su perstition pre­ 
v ailing in the. roy al family is that it 
is lu cky for the roy al bride to be 
able to see the sky on waking on the 
morning of her wedding day . It is 
ex tremely u nlikely that the Princess 
Mary will sleep on the ev e of her 
wedding day with the cu rtains in her 
bedroom drawn.

All the princess’ presents will be 
kept in a room at St. James's palace, 
tog ether with the presents sent im 
Lord Lascelles, u ntil after the wed­ 
ding .

waiting for you,” I said to my com 
panion,, “I strolled off across 
the 
mesa and found an old Indian grind­ 
er that evidently was turned up 
b y 
the plow.” 
And then as we rode on Thurston 
pointed out to me places where In 
years gone b y he had discovered a 
decorated pestle and other relics of 
days when Indians had a village on 
the Aliso mesa. 
And looking 
from the headland 
southeastward along the coast 
to 
jagged promontories and the distant 
Dana’s Point jutting out toward the 
sea. one could not do otherwise than 
wonder if it were this wonderful 
view of 
the coast that has caused 
the ab origines to place tueir wig­ 
wams upon the Aliso flats. 
But we leave the magnificence of 
the shoreline, pause 
for .a second 
to look down into the cove of 
the 
Aliso where a moving picture outfit 
is firing rockets into the air, and in 
an instant, with our face turned to 
the b reak 
in the 
mountains 
we 
have for the moment forgotten the 
pounding 
of 
whitened 
waves on 
b roken promontories. 
Le a v ing Be a te n Pa th 
Rising sheer and picturesque 
is 
the rugged 
mountains—the 
south 
ridge of the Aliso. It is close against 
a great cliff that we find the old two- 
story Thurston home, b uilt upon the 
spot where the first crude home was 
b uilt In 1871 Thurston took up the 
homestetd after it had b een ab and­ 
oned b y Mr. Salter, for many years 
and still a resident of Santa Ana. 
Despite what hardships wore un­ 
dergone in 
those early years, when 
rattlesnakes 
seemed to 
b e every­ 
where and the cries of wild animal i 
made the night unpleasant, this was 
a most picturesque place in which 
to b uild a home in the wilderness 
A half mile ab ove the Thurston 
home, and we are in the Aliso as 
it was fifty years ago. 
Here is the old wagon road, wind­ 
ing across the grass, as it was worn 
down on those hundreds of journeys 
in the canyon b y a wagon loaded 
with water b arrels. 
Sycamores Unchanged 
“That clump of sycamores 
over 
there to the right,” said Thurston, 
look to me today just as they did 
when I was a b oy. They seem 
not 
to have grown a b it." 
And here the canyon has spread 
out. It is a half mile or more across 
and the great grassy hills, such as 
we saw in Wood canyon last week, 
are rising b efore us and to 
right 
and left. 
And scattered over the canyon b ot­ 
tom are hundreds of steers. 
For 
some time now we have b een on 
the Moulton ranch, and these cattle 
are fattening for the market. 
And occasionally, as fool cattle 
will, one of them runs out in front 
of 
the automob ile, and. wild-eyed, 
faces the machine, b acking away, 
then sb uddenly, with 
tail 
in 
air, 
dashes to one side, just as you are 
wondering if he will ever have sense 
enough to move. 
There are crossings that furnish 
their trials, for 
the 
grade in 
the 
valley is light, and the stream winds 
b ack and forth across the canyon, 
and here 
and there is a tendency 
to marshiness. 
Stuck at Crossing 
It was at on© of these crossings, 
b oth coming 
and going, 
that we 
were stuck, two wheels up over the 
b ank and the rear wheels turning 
around in a b lack silt groove slick 
ag glass. But why dwell upon such 
a commonplace 
thing as 
getting 
stuck at a crossing? Suffice it to say 
that with sand carried a few yards 
in a sack we furnished grit for the 
b lack silt groove, and eventually got 
across. 
Ab out two miles ab ove the Aliso’s 
mouth we left the Aliso canyon road 
and kept to a road leading to more 
green meadows and more herds of 
sleek steers. This is at the junction 
of Wood canyon and Aliso, and it 
is into Wood canyon that we go. 
In the b etter part of a mile, per­ 
haps all of it, we come to a patch of 
wild tob acco shrub s, with their heavy 
pale green leaves. 
“They are the most useless thing 
that 
grows,” 
declared 
Thurston, 
speaking rfut of his years of wisdom 
in the hills. 
Here we stop, and, leaving 
the 
automob ile, are quickly across the 
marshy stream b ed and headed to­ 
ward what appears a rather com­ 
monplace draw to the left. 
There is a clump of old willows 
at the entrance, at the point of the 
grassy cove reaching from th# flat 
toward the edge of the hills. 
But b efore ws step the few 
rods 
to the willows, let us pause for a 
moment to look ab out us. 
Dam of Ea rly Da y s 
Across the creek at this place in 
years gone b y, for the b enefit of 
stock, a dam some six or eight feet 
high and 200 or 300 feet across was 
b uilt. 
Ab ove this 
dam water 
was 
im­ 
pounded, no doub t that stock might 
the more readily drink. 
But the dam b roke, and through 
its center is the channel made b y 
rushing waters. This channel, over­ 
grown with 
b rush, indicate/ 
the 
b reak was not within the last three 
or four years. 
“This dam,” said Thurston, 
“was 
of comparatively recent years. Over 
here, 
though, is 
something 
that 
dates away b ack, how far I do not 
know.” 
And on the b ank he pointed out a 
low, uneven mound, covered 
over 
with 
the carpet of 
grass 
that is 
spread across the floor of the can­ 
yon. 
Ruins of ’Dobe 
“My first rememb rance of 
this 
spot,” continued the pioneer, “was 
in the seventies. At that time the 
walls of a ruined ’dob e stood here. 
The roof was gone, and, ex posed to 
the rains, it was 
not many 
years 
until the dirt walls washed down 
into the mound we now see.” 
The whole world knows the fasci­ 
nation that is to b e found in an old 
ruin 


El Toro was a 
Serrano adob e of 
more recent construction. 
“In the early days, along In the 
seventies, we designated the 
hilla 
now called the San Joaquin hills as 
the Sepulveda hills, and the 
hills 
in the Wood canyon and lower Aliso 
section as the Yorb a hills. This old 
adob e was in what we know as ths 
Yorb a hills. W hether the adob e had 
any connection with the Yorb as or 
dated further b ack, I don’t know.” 
A Surprising 
Ca ny on 
But we’ll pause no longer at 
the 
spot where the adob e stood. It is 
b ut a couple of hundred yards to 
the opening of the draw, and it will 
b e b ut a few minutes b efore we are 
convinced that the opening is, in­ 
deed, deceiving, for it is the 
en­ 
trance to one of the most surpris­ 
ing and interesting b its of canyon 
tc. b e found in the coast hills. 
We step through b etween 
some 
willows and rough sandstone b ould­ 
ers and there b efore us is our cave. 
It lies just b ack of the 
willows 
b eneath a huge sandstone ledge cov­ 
ered over with earth and roots, with 
here and there a carpet of green 
ferns clinging to the surface of the 
rock, 
If measurements are to assist you 
in getting an understanding of what 
lies b efore us, lot us have them. 
This cave is set at an angle, facing 
a rocky gorge. It is six ty-five 
or 
seventy feet long, from fifteen 
to 
twenty feet deep, and from six 
to 
twelve feet high. 
On the floor of the cave, which is 
deep in sand that has dropped from 
the ceiling, are the remnants of a 
campfire Glancing at the date of a 
newspaper 
b eside 
Ihe 
b lackened 
sticks and ashes we are rather cer­ 
tain that it was Octob er 21, 1921, that 
some group of persons had responded 
to the lure of mystery that this wild 
spot holds forth. 
Ex pla ining the Ca v e 
But it is not in evidence of re­ 
cent visitation in which we 
were 
interested. 
Toward the lower end on the ceil­ 
ing are patches of ancient soot. And 
sticking out of the eand is a piece 
of rusty iron. 1 drag it out. It is an 
old stove lid, almost rusted through. 
“That is prob ab ly a part of the 
old stove my father found in this 
cave 
fifty 
years 
ago,” 
declared 
Thurston. 
And, protected 
b y 
the 
sand and the cave 
from 
the 
ele­ 
ments, it may well have b een. 
And here is another b it of rusted 
iron—a piece of a grate. 
And here 
is an iron 
ring 
that 
might very well have b een the girth 
ring of a tBaddle. 
At the foot of the cave we found 
where dirt had b een thrown up. 
Can it b e possib le that treasure 
hunters whose diggings we have no­ 
ticed in half a dozen places in 
the 
county, where strange rocks appear, 
have b een here? 
The hole seems to have b een dug 
not over a foot or two in. depth. 
Since visiting the place I have b een 
told that when Mr. and Mrs. Bray- 
ton Norton and a party of friends 
from laguna Reach snent a night 
at the cave some months ago, they 
found that this hole led into a shal­ 
low cavity b eneath the b ottom of the 
main cave. 
But most convincing of all 
the 
signs of hab itation years ago 
are 
the pegs in the wall and celling ol 
the cave.
